1 . SECURITY COUNCIL MET AGAIN IN CONSULTATIONS AT 
5:30 P.M., JUNE 14. SC PRESIDENT BARTON DESCRIBED 
SITUATION AS APPROACHING AN IMPASSE SINCE ONLY 
ONE PARTY, THE GREEK SIDE, WOULD ACCEPT THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION (USUN 1889). "TFSC FOREIGN MINISTER" CHET .IK 
CONVEYED TO SC PRESIDENT BEFORE THE CONSULTATIONS THAT TURKISH 
SIDE FOUND DRAFT RESOLUTION UNACCEPTABLE. BARTON ADDED THAT 
TURKISH SIDE FOUND DRAFT TOO NEGATIVE, BUT WAS PREPARED 

TO ACCEPT EARLIER WORKING PAPER (USUN 1844), OR 
A BRIEF, PROCEDURAL RESOLUTION. TURKISH OBJECTIONS ARE: 

(1) OPERATIVE PARA 3 SHOULD BE DELETED, (2) PREAMBULAR 3 
SHOULD MAKE REFERENCE TO "GUIDELINES", AND (3) PREAMBULAR 
6 IS TOO NEGATIVE, CANNOT ACCEPT DESCRIPTION OF 
PROGRESS AS "DISAPPOINTINGLY SLOW." 

2. BARTON COMMENTED THAT GREEK AMB. PAPOULIAS EXPRESSED 
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RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE DRAFT TEXT BUT WENT ALONG WITH IT 
SINCE CYPRUS AMB. ROSSIDES WAS RECOMMENDING ACCEPTANCE 
TO HIS GOVERNMENT. BARTON ALSO NOTED THAT TURKISH AMB. TURKMEN 
FOUND IT QUESTIONABLE THAT THE NONALIGNED GROUP WAS WORKING ON 
DRAFT TEXT AND COMPLAINED THAT HE HAD NOT BEEN CONSULTED 
DURING MORNING ROUND OF TALKS WITH THE PARTIES.

TO SC RES 401. PAKISTAN FAVORED WORKING PAPER (USUN 1844), 

UK QUERIED NONALIGNED AS TO WHETHER TURKISH SIDE HAD 
SEEN THEIR DRAFT: MAURITIUS REPLIED THAT TURKS HAD BEEN 
CONSULTED BUT THEIR AGREEMENT HAD NOT BEEN SOUGHT; INDIA 
PROPOSED A SIMPLE SIX MONTHS EXTENSION, USSR AT LENGTH

3. AFTER FURTHER EXCHANGES INCLUDING US INTERVENTION 
SUPPORTING THE PRESIDENT'S EFFORTS IN TAKING THE EXISTING 
DOCUMENTS RES 401, FIRST WORKING PAPER, AND NONALIGNED 
DRAFT AND WORKING DIRECTLY AND FIRMLY WITH THE PARTIES, 
CONSENSUS WAS REACHED THAT BARTON ENGAGE PARTIES AGAIN 
IN FURTHER CONSULTATIONS. BARTON PROPOSED THAT 
HE CALL PARTIES INTO SEPARATE CONSULTATIONS AT 9:00 A.M. 

JUNE 15 TO BE FOLLOWED BY SC INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS AT 
ABOUT 10:30 A.M. IF AGREEMENT IS REACHED ON 
A TEXT, THEN COUNCIL WOULD PLAN TO MEET IMMEDIATELY 
THEREAFTER. 
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
